Hostel Man 
Writes Complaint 


The written complaint was in 


a letter to Cr. J. J. Ginifer, the} 


Labor Member for Grant, and 
he read it to last Monday night’s 
council meeting. 


The letter was signed by 
Mr. H. Scanlan, of the Altona 
Hostel, Kororoit Creek Road, 


_ Williamstown. 


When the letter was read, the 
shire president, Cr. §. G. Me- 
Intosh, said: “This is certainly 
not the first complaint like this 
against the same bus service. 

“My own son was put off the 
bus in the pouring rain. 


“The whole thing is a dis- 


“I have two boys at Seaholme 
Primary School aged six and 
eight. On Thursday, December 
1, as they were about to come 
from school it would appear that 
only one bis instead of the usual 
two turned up. 


“All the children were put 
aboard the bus and apparently 
Backed in like sardines. A 
school teacher supervised the 
boarding of the bus. 

“The bus then proceeded on 
its way to Williamstown.

“If the bus driver cannot 
control the behaviour of the 
great number of children on 
his bus then he should not at- 
lempt to carry so many. 

“Let us get a reply from Mr. 
Joiner, Let us see what he has 
to say. 

“I know he cannot always con- 
irol his own employees, but 
something must be done,’’ Cr. 
McIntosh said.

The letter from Mr. Scanlan 
read: “TE feel that I must draw 
to your attention a recent oc- 
currence involving my children 
in the hope that you may feel 
inclined to investigate and deal 
with it in the council.

Head master Mr. A. F. 
Blackie, said he had heard 
of the complaints and on 
this day instead of two 
buses being available the 
children were loaded ou one 
bus. 

However, he pointed out 
he has no control over the 
buses as they are not school 
organised or subsidised. 
The children travel on a 
regular bus run paying nor- 
mal fares. The teachers 
escort the children to the 
buses, but actually this is 
outside their duties. 

Mr. Blackie is sympathe- 
tic to the problems of the 
bus line proprietor, Mr. J. 
Joiner. 

He said sometimes oc- 
cnrences are beyond Mr. 
Joiner’s control and much 
depends on the type of 
driver. 

Mr. Blackie said there 
have been some wonderful 
men driving the buses— 
usually married men.

The Altona Shire Council has agreed to it being 
built on the site—but now it has been called upon 
to deal with a written objection signed by 13 nearby 


neighbours, 


The council voted not to deal 
with the matter at last Monday 
night’s meeting, but send it to 
its planning committee which 
may possibly ask the objectors 
to appear before it. 


The council is not the only 
body involved. Final approval 
must also be given by the Board 
of Works which requires certain 
standards for car parking, 
among other things. 


This is the text of the let- | 


ter to the council: ~ 


A DAY EARLY 


The “Altona Star” will 
be published a day earlier 
next week. 


Monday night will be the 
deadline for copy and dis- 
play advertisements. 

Tuesday, noon, for classi- 
fied adverts. 


“We, the undersigned, being 
ratepayers of the Shire of Al 
tona. wish to file an objection to 
the proposed erection of a 
Greek church on the corner of 
Cresser and Mills Streets. Our 
reasons for objection being as 
foliows— 


“}. The block size is only 
102ft. x 126ft. which does not 
give adequate parking space, 
which in turn means that the 
; Streets in ‘the vicinity will be 
used for parked cars, this will 
constitute a devaluation of sur- 
rounding properties, this particu- 
lar church holds services seven 
days a week which naturally 
means a seven day problem for 
parking. 





“2. Mills Street, as a major 
road, is now a traffic hazard 
for pedestrians, especially chil- 
dren who attend Cresser Street 
schools. The rate of car acci- 
dents that have occurred on all 










other intersections on Mills 
Street up to date, excepting 
Cresser Street, which has been 
accident free due to the fact 
that the uncompleted road has 
had little traffic, the completion 
will bring more traffic to this 
corner and parked cars will 
i create congestion and confusion. 



















“3. The lighting on this par- 
ticular corner at the moment is 
inadequate and again, this and 
parked cars will make it too 
dangerous to anticipate at the 
moment the extent of it. Traffic 
noise is at a very high level at 
present and this additional tra- 
ffic at all hours day and night 
in this working man’s commun- 
ily would interfere with our rest 
hours,” the letter concluded. 


The shire secretary, Mr. J. 
W.: Waters, told the council: 





“Some time ago, the Board of 
Works sought the council's views 
en this application, and as the 
erection of a church in a resi- 
cential zone complies with the 
planning requirements, the coun- 
cil offered no objection thereto. 
However, the Board then in- 
structed the applicants to insert 
the usual notices on the property 
notify the neighbours and place 
advertisements in the Press of 
their intentions. 


“The closing date for receipt 
of objections at the Board is 
December 8 1966. It is now 
necessary for the Board to con- 
sider the objections and if the 
Board disallows the objection, 
then .a Notice of Determination 
can be given fo the applicants. 


“Then follows a 21 day wail- 
ing period when persons who 
objected to the Board may ob- 
ject further to the Minister. 


“The Minister on receipt of 
objections, would then set up 
a Board to investigate the ob- 
jections and the Minister's deci- 
sion would be final,” Mr. Waters 
said.

It could have given some ‘satisfaction to 
supporters of the council and a degree of 
agreement from its opponents. 


No such statement has so far been made 


to ratepayers. 


The estimates, we submit, are not suffi- 


cient without interpretation and explanation.

A tribute was paid to Mr. Reg 
Pollard for his long and out- 
standing service to the Electorate 
and to Australia generally. 


Mr. Lee announced that ‘he 
would shortly set up an office 
in one of the suburbs in the 
heart of the electorate _and 
would be looking forward to a 
chat with anyone who called in, 
no matter what political, views 
‘they had. ‘It is only by discus- 
sion with a large cross section of 
the community that one can 
judge the feelings of the Elec- 
torate,”” he stated.

Even with the 
greatly increased- rates they will 
be at 36% this year. 


Aspect that gives concern is 
the slow growth of Altona’s net 
annual valuation. In 1965 it was 
3%, this year an all time low 
of 1% is recorded.

On Wednesday afternoon, December 7, the Pet- 
‘roleum Refineries (Australia) Pty. Ltd. Auditorium was 
well filled for the Altona North Technical School's annual 
presentation of awards and certificates. 


Mr. W. J. Piggott, president of the school 
council, in welcoming a distinguished panel of quests 
and parents, spoke highly of the work done by the

The annual Mothers’ Club 
Scholarship Award was presen- 
ted to Jeff Winter, 1A, the dux 
of the first form. The presenta- 
tion was made by Mrs. Russ, 
president of the Mothers’ Club.

Beach Subsidy For 
Altona Shire 


Each year the State Govern- 
ment makes available funds to 
assist and encourage municipal 
councils and other authorised 
bodies in keeping the popular 
beaches clear of broken glass, 
litter, efc.

Relieve Pressure On 


Schools 


The present staffing policy towards 


primary schools .is 


inflexible, said Mr. 


D. P. Schubert, general secretary of the 
Victorian Teachers’ Union, in a report re- 


leased last week. 


Mr. Schubert asserts 


that in implementing the 


ratio of one teacher for 40 pupils the Education De- 
partment ignores in many schools the uneven age 


distribution. 


The report continues: Children 
do not come to our schools in 
multiples of 40. In a desperate 
effort to reduce class sizes, head 
teachers have been forced to 
form composite grades. In 
other words, two combined 
classes with the same teacher. 

Teaching at two levels is not 
necessarily bad, but when this 
is done the class must be small 
—not more than about 30. - 
-Four hundred of these classes 
with more than 35 pupils exist in 
Victorian schools. 

This composite class practice 
is an unsatisfactory makeshift 
method which has the appear- 
ance of lessening the overcrowd- | 
ing problem. Kt is bad because 
it places a great strairi on the 
teacher's resources. When such 
a class is large, teaching can 
never -be satisfactory. 

The Department's official sur- 
vey. released recently, had con- 
firmed all the more alarming as- 
pects of the union's survey. It 
has shown that at least 149,000, 
children, or 45 per cent. of those 
in State primary schools. are 
being taught in classes of 38 or 
more. 

“ However, the true seriousness 
of the situation behind these 
figures can be grasped only 
when it is realised that many 
thousands of these children are 


in these makeshift composite 
classes. 
The Education Department 


should accept the staffing sched- 
ule of one teacher to 40 child- 
Ten as a minimum requirement. 
Special needs, requirements and 
difficulties of individual schools 
should be the basis for extra 
teachers being appointed. 


Schools with large new Aus- 


‘The union's survey shows one 
school with one teacher in ex- 
cess of the approved staffing 
schedule for a school of its size. 
Yet at this school there are two 
classes of over 50, as well as a 
composite class. of 38 There 
is a spare classroom at this 
school. 


There are many similar cases 
on the union’s files of schools 
with serious overcrowding prob- 
lems although they are ‘‘fully 
staffed according to official 
schedules. 


Such cases underline the 
union’s case for a_ revision of 
{he basis of the Department's 
staffing schedules, because of 
their inflexibility. The staff 
schedules work reasonably -well 
when age and grade-level num- 
bers are evenly spread through- 
out the school. When these 
levels fluctuate, as they are now 
doing more than ever, the official 
schedules break down and be- 
come completely unsatisfactory. 


Seventeen schools with classes 
in excess of 50 children have 
spare rooms. By appointing ex- 
tra teachers to these schools the 
overcrowding could be solved. 


At other schools the over- 
crowding is caused by a shor- 
tage of classrooms as well as 
the shortage of teachers. 


The union is asking for* at 
least 800 extra primary teachers 
and a similar number of new 
classrooms to overcome this 
gross overcrowding. 

The Department could act im- 
mediately to ease this critical 
overcrowding. Many _ trained 
primary teachers, particularly 
married women, are available 
for re-appointment, either in a

weather at last! Racing by the Altona 
Yacht Club on Saturday was held in ideal 


conditions. 


Light to moderate south-easterly breezes made 


sailing a most pleasant and relaxing affair 
steady breeze kept boats moving freely all afternoon 
—a welcome contrast to previous weeks with little 


or no wind at all. 


In the HORNET CLASS, Ted 
Philipps used a new spinnaker 
with apparently pleasing results. 
Although third over the start 
line in “Laphil,"’ he was leading 
at the end of the first lap with 
Alan Robinson in second position 
at this stage in “Marion II.” 
Colin McKinley’s boat ‘Sabre”’ 
was hampered on the other hand 
with a spinnaker which refused 
to work properly. As a result 
he trailed all afternoon. 


Whilst “‘Laphil’” was never 
seriously challenged for the en- 
tire race, great tactical sailing 
was staged in the battle for the 
minor placings. John Butter- 
worth in ‘Jet,’ Alan Robertson 
in ‘Marion T’’ and Alan Tyrrell 
in ‘“Matelot’’ duelled with each 
other in’ a manner of sailing 
which can make a race full of 
interest, even when there is no 
challenge for the leading posi- 
tion.

The HERON CLASS race was 
full of interest. John Grieve’s 
new boat. “Touche.” streaked to 
an impressive Jead and was 
never challenged all afternoon. 
This boat is probably one of the 
fastest Herons in Victoria and 
al this stage is’ probably capable 
of being further improved. As 
in the Hornet event, the tactics 
were in evidence amongst the 
boats grouped together down the 
field. ‘Banshee’, sailed — by 
Peter Harvey, and ‘Pee Wee" 
(Jim Grieves) were always pro- 
minent. OF the dozen odd boats 
trailing the leaders there were 
many dramatic changes of plac- 
ings. “Impulse” (Frank Mal- 
lett), after starting second last, 
forged ahead of seven boats in 
a dramatic feat of sailing which 
is difficult to achieve in Heron 
racing.

Saturday's sailing illustrated 
the need for continual concen- 
tration on wind shifts. It was 
very noticable that many boats 
were unaware that the wind 
direction was varying up to 15 
to 20 degrees at times. Those 
skippers who did recognise this 
situation were able on many oc- 
_casions to pick up boats which 
had previously - been _ better 
placed. Particularly in the 
Heron race.it was very evident 
that a whole hunch of skippers, 
all stacking one behind the other 
were all dropping away from the 
windward buoy. Apparently no 
one having noticed a big shift 
in the wind direction. 

The moral of the story is of 
course to stress how vitally 
necessary it is to line the bow 
of the boat with a mark on the 
horizon and immediately change 
tack if the boat cannot keep 
pointing to this mark. Another 
factor also emerging from this 
incident was the apparent in- 
difference of the skippers of 
these boats to the fact that, in 
sailing one behind the ,other 
they were all in ‘dirty wind," 
and at a distinct disadvantage 
as a result. This illustrates the 


necessity for boats getting into 
clear wind at the first opportun- 
ity by changing tack.

For Police Station: 
Cr. J. J. Ginifer, M.P., has 

asked in State Parliament that 


| a high priority should be given 


to the establishment of a police 


| Station in Altona North, 


He said: Again on the basis of 
priority, I should like to make a 
plea that a court house should 
be erected in Altona, because 
the nearest courts are at Wil- 
liamstown and Footscray. To 
assist in the erection of a court 
house at Altona, and because the 
Attorney-General’s | Department 
did not do so the municipal 
council has reserved a site fora 
court house. Moreover, a pro- 
mise was made some two years 
ago that a police station would 
be established in Altona North. 
In order that adequate provision 
could be made for the siting of 
this police station in close prox- 
imity to the court house, the 
Altona council has made the 
necessary reservation of land so 
that when revenue is forthcom- 
ing the site will be available. 

T am aware that it is the in- 
tention of the Police Department 
to establish a police fAlation in 
Altona North, and I again refer 
to the matter as being one of 
high priority, so that some police 
coverage may be given to the 
Altona North area. At present 
this area is serviced by the 
police station at Kingsville, 
which is one of the biggest of 
the newly developing areas to 
police. Further, much petty pil- 
fering takes place in the new 
areas. Housing construction is 
Proceeding and much timber and 
other building materials are left 
lying about. Persons going by 





in utilities or with trailers at- 
tached to their cars are tempted 
to pick up some of this material 
and carry it off. It is impossible 
for a police station, staffed by 
‘some four or five police officers, 
to. cover an area which em- 
braces a population of 30,000 or 
40.000 persons. 
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Cr. GINIFER DRAWS ATTENTION TO 
LOCAL NEEDS 


In a speech in State Parliament, Cr. J. J. Gini- 
fer, M.P., drew attention to several needs of Altona 
and the western suburbs. : : 


The remarks he made exten- 
ded from a necessary improve- 
ment to the Altona Pier, to hos- 
pital needs and a plea for more 
consideration of the work un- 
dertaken at mentally retarded 
children’s centres. 

Following are extracts— 

A provision of $120,000 is made 
for, among other things, im- 
provements to piers, wharves 
and jetties. I request that ‘part 
of that amount might be alloca- 
ted to provide an additional rail 
on the pier at Altona. I am 
aware that piers and jetties are 
not constructed for the use of 
sight-seers; an additional: rail 
would be a protection for people 
who go swimming and- diving 
from the Altona piers. Further, 
sometimes large gatherings of 
people congregate on them and 
an additional railing would act 
as a safety measure, particu- 
larly for the younger people. 

So far as the Hospitals and 
Charities Grant is concerned, 
two hospitals are proposed in 
the electorate of Grant. One is 
to be built at Altona North, | | 
where 15 to 20 acres of land 
have been reserved, and the 
other at Sunshine, where an area 
has been reserved in Ballarat 
Road. Maternity wards are 
needed in this area so that suffi- 
cient provision can be made for 
confinement patients as well .as 
for-other patients. Although the 
sites have been set aside, and 
although the population in the 
area is expanding there is no 
immediate likelihood of money 
being provided for the construc- 
tién of the proposed hospitals. 

Finally, I direct the attention 
of the Committee to item 64, 
which deals with mentally re- 
tarded children’s centres. To a 
large extent, the responsibility 
for the conduct of these centres 
relies on the charity of a small 
number of people in the com- 
munity who are prepared to 
work enormous hours in a volun- 
tary capacity to raise funds for 
the establishment of the centres. 
When one has regard to the 
work being done within these 























































centres, and to the devotion of 
the teachers andthe supervisors, 
and when one ‘compares their 
salaries with those paid to public 
servants and school teachers, 
and teachers in special classes 
or opportunity grades where 
children are found with similar 
but not as severe handicaps, one 
is amazed that sufficient people 
are available and are prepared 
to care for these children. It is 
only because they have a call- 
ing that they are dedicated to 
this kind of social work, but 
dedication should not be the only 
incentive. I believe they should 
be encouraged, given every con- 
sideration for the work that they 
do, and materially rewarded to 
a much greater extent than they 
are at present. This cannot be 
done until the Government ac- 
cepts its full responsibility and 
meets the capitalisation and 
running costs- of the necessary 
institutions. 


Lack of Staff to In- 
‘vestigate Quarries 


It appears there is insufficient 
staff available to ensure that 
regulations governing operations 
at quarries are successfully 
policed said Cr. J. J. Ginifer, 
M.P., in State Parliament. 

He pointed out that a clause 
in the Extractive Industries Bill 
enables ‘the Governor in Coun- 
cil to make regulations for or 
with respect to the operation of 
quarries. He reminded mem- 
bers of the Committee that these 
regulations do not come before 
Parliament and members have 
no opportunity to comment on 
them. He said it appears to him 
that insufficient staff is available 
to ensure that the regulations 
are successfully policed. 

The clause provides for the 
making of regulations with re- 
spect to the times at which 
blasting may be carried out and 
the quantity of explosives that 
may be used. The Governor in 
Council is also empowered to 
make regulations with respect to 
precautions to be taken and

The Governor in Council also 
may make regulations for the 
prevention, suppression and con- 
trol of dust and noise at quar- 
ries. Cr. Ginifer said that on 
many occasions these nuisances 
have occurred and reports have or 
been made to the Mines Depart- 
ment. However, it has been 
found that the Mines Depart- 








ment has not had sufficient in- 
spectors on the job to ensure 
that the regulations have been 
complied with. 

It is one thing to make regu- 
lations; it is another to see that 
they are successfully implemen- 
ted, ‘commented Cr. Ginifer. 

Commenting on Cr. Ginifer’s 
remarks, the Minister of Mines, 
Mr. T. A. Darcy, M.P., said: 

They all know that it is neces- 
sary to have sufficient inspec- 
tors to supervise the regulations 
and that the Government does 
as well as it can in this respect 
in the circumstances. With re- 
gard to regulations, the Minister 
said it is the intention of him- 
self and the Mines Department 
to allow any interested people 
to assist in the making of regu- 
lations.

In seconding the motion to 
adopt the 13.5 c. rate Cr. A. G..

He conveniently forgets 
to mention that revaluation in 
1964 substantially increased the 
actual rates paid, in my case 
over 40 per cent.

_ An effort is being made to 
attract new industries to the 
Shire but this sort of thing will 
not act as“an inducement. A 
perusal of the Voters Roll shows 
that one company alone is faced 
with an increase of something 
in the region ‘of $45,000.

A frequent cause of 


failure in the planting of 


‘shrubs and trees is a desire to disintangle the roots. 
after the plant has been taken from the pots. 


Many plants particularly Eu- 
,calypti, Wattles, Bouganvillia, 
iand all Australian Natives, re- 
‘sent this treatment and fail to 
grow after they have been 
planted. 

For summer planting it is a 
good idea to add a mulch of 
dried leaves, or lawn cutting 
to the loam, so as to prevent 
evaporation also tends to keep 
‘the soil around the plant a bit 
cooler, 

Tf the shrub has been correctly 
planted there should-be a basin- 
like effect around the stem. 

This will enable the moisture 
to drain towards the roots. Some 
gardners build the soil up to 
the stem of the shrub in a 
mould effect, this is harmful to 
your shrub and it will also 
tend to run the water away 
from the main roots.

Providing plants receive am- 
ple water in the dry weather 
and are suitable for the climate, 
not a great deal of trouble is 
involved apart from a regular 
bit of pruning. 

Flowering shrubs with a few 
exceptions, should be regularly 
pruned after each flowering, 
this assists the plant to produce 
a better quality of flowers the 
next season. 

Shrubs grown for their foliage 
should not be allowed to grow 
out of proportion, and keeping 
the desired shape in mind should 
be pruned regularly. 

Deciduous -trees are pruned 
during the winter months when 
all leaves have fallen and trees 
are at a dorment stage. 

During the spring and summer 
months plants will benefit from 
a good suitable plant food once 
a year. blood and bone being 
helpful to all parts of your 
garden with the help of a mulch 
of dead leaves or grass cuttings. 


The three main fertilizers 
needed for plant growth ‘are 
‘Nitrogen’, ‘Phosphate’ and 
‘Potash." 


‘Nitrogen’ is for plant growth, 
without this element you have 
stunted growth, starved appear- 


ance and yellow or reddish 
leaves. 
> ‘Phosphate’ promotes root 


growth and also plays an import- 
ant part in the ripening of seeds. 

‘Potash’ a deficiency of pot- 
ash interferes’ with the health of 
the. plant, and so making an un- 
healthy plant prone to desease.

s rington, of 69 Queen Street, Al- 


tona, aged 86 years. 

Mrs. Harrington and her hus- 
bond Tom, came from England 
to Australia in 1912, 

They first went farming in the 
Maitlee in north-western Victoria. 

Later they both worked at a 
sawmill in Warburton. He 
worked in the mill and Mrs. Har- 
rington was the cook for 60 men. 

They arrived im Altona in 
1915 when there were only 12 
homes in the area. 

A tent was pitched near the 
horse trough and under the pine 
trees at the corner of Pier and 
Queen Streets and here the 
couple lived until they moved 
into the house in Queen Street 
which was later bought by the 
Church of England. 

(This house was burnt to the 
ground a couple of years ago.) 

From Queen Street they moved 
to Davies Street where they 
built the first house in Altona to 
be financed by a loan from the 
National Bank. 

As their home was one of the 
first to have water laid on they 
supplied water to many of the 
beach visitors.

the council's town planning port- 
folio, moved that the matter be- 
come an Order of the Day for 
the council's next meeting. 


The Board of Works had for- 
warded a duplicate of the appli- 
cation for the petrol filling sta- 
tion it had received from Brad- 
leigh Investments Pty. Ltd. 


. Mr. J. W. Waters, the shire 
secretary, commented: 


“The area is zoned ‘Commer- 
cial’ in the Shire of Altona 
Planning Scheme 1958 and is 
subject to Interim, Development 
control. A service station is a 
permitted use for a commercial 
zone. 


“The council would have to de- 
termine arrangements regarding 
set back from the streets. The 
Board of Works Ordinance per- 
mits a 20ft. set back if there is 
no rear access. But there is 
rear access by a dead end right- 
of-way approximately 10 feet 
wide. 


“However, this land has been 
considered as a site for car park 
area for the Chamber of Com- 
merce proposal for off-street car 
park. But because of the exces- 
sive valuation placed thereon 
by the owner, has not been in- 
cluded in the form of petition 
which is currently being signed 
by shopkeepers and owners of 


the Altona comercial area,” Mr. 


Waters said.
